WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(4)— 
Neutrality legislation empowering the 
President to forbid the sale of raw 
materials as well as munitions to 
warring nations was forecast in in- 
formed quarters tonight after a su- 
'preme court decision sustaining the 
'Chaco arms embargo. 

Upholding constitutionality of a 
broad delegation of power to the Pres- 
ident in foreign affairs, the court 
ruled, 7 to 1, that in dealing with 
problems of neutrality, the chief ex- 
ecutive must be accorded ‘a degree of 
discretion and freedom from statutory 
| restriction which would not be ad- 
| missable were domestic affairs alone 
| involred.” . 

State Department officials, already 
at work on recommendations for new 
neutrality legislation, to be considered 
at the coming session of congress, 
made no secret of their pleasure at 
the court's decision.

SAN SALVADOR, Dec. 21.—(UP) 
Rescue crews tonight continued to dig 
into the ruins of earthquake-leveled 
San Vincente, 302-year-old city east 
of San Salvador, where it was be- 
lieved 1.000 bodies still were buried. 

Over 100 bodies have been recov- 


ered. } 
Shocks of minor intensity contin- 
ued throughout today but no addi- 
tional casualties were revorted. The 
national observatory estimated the 
center of the quake, which destroy- 
ed San Vincente and several surround- 
ing towns, was in. the Pacific ocean. 
Government commissions and the 
Red Cross adopted measures to alle- 
viate the suffering and temporary: 
shelters were established and food 
kitchens set up to care for the home- 
less survivors. A central aid commit- 
tee to assist the victims wae organized. 
The heavy loss of life in San Vin- 
cente was attributed to the fact that 
most of the houses were of “adobe” 
construction, with uncooked _ brick 
walls built around heavy wooden 
beams. These were believed to have 
killed many persons outright and bu-

Both Davis and Reed asked the 
justices to pass on the question with- 
out waiting for a ruling by the circuit 
court of appeals at Boston.

I served in 
the same division as the former Prince 
(of Wales, former King of Englend, 
and although I did not see him per- 
form any great martial stunts at the 
front—he was officer in charge of 
cheese and jam behind the lines—I 
saw him once knock out a cameraman, 
named Gaston Shell, right in front of 
the Hotel Meurice in Paris.

Alfoneo kept hid- 
den, but he sent the Duke of Miranda 
out into one of the salons of the 
hotel to give the assembled battalion 
of newsmen and lensmen a meaning- 
less spiel, 

As I descended the stairs, I noticed 
several English detectives walking 
around and one American flashlight- 
er getting ready to snap. ‘‘Wales is 
coming out in a minute,” he said to 
me in an aside. But that camera- 
man never took the picture. The Eng- 
lish detectives suddenly rushed up to 
him and smashed his machine. Severai

colleague's assistance. At the same 
moment, when this scuffle took place, 
the Prince of Wales appeared on the 
scene, rather bleary-eyed (the reason

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HEALTH TALKS

THE EASY TO DIGEST FALLACY 

Many physicians and_ specialists 
still exclude from the diet or restrict 
the allowance of dark meats in cer- 
tain circumstances, though there is 
no good reason for this. Years ago 
the doctors imagined “dark” meat con- 
tained more uric acid-forming mate- 
rial than light meat, but precise chem- 
ical measurements of the proportion 
of purines (nitrogenous material from 
which uric acid is derived) show that 
there is no significant difference be- 
tween light and dark or white and 
red meat in that respect. For that 
matter, it is far from an established 
fact that uric acid is a cause of any 
ailment. One has to accept the uric 
acid theory on faith alone, and pre- 
cise measurement of the amount of 
uric acid in the blood in a given case 
is as likely to disappoint as it is 
to bear out the theory. 


In his classical work, “Preventive | 


Medicine and Hygiene,” Rosenau falls 
into this traditional error when he 
says (p. 733) “In fact, pasteurization 
tends to make the curds smaller and 
in this way perhaps easier to digest.” 
Except in the imagination of the old- 
timers, there is no ground for the no- 
tion that milk is more digestible if 
the curds, which naturally form dur- 
ing digestion, are kept smaller than 
normal by the physical or chemical 
change brought about by heating or 
otherwise processing the milk. 

Sleepy, backward practitioners, fam- 
ily doctors and specialists, still frown 
upon “fried foods” and imply that a 
fried potato or a fried egg or fried 
fish or fried meat is more “difficult 
to digest’? than a baked, steamed, 
boiled, or otherwise cooked or half 
raw piece of meat or other item. Ac- 
tual investigation of this question, 
however, showed the notion is just 
as groundless as most of the other 
quaint dietetic views which are still 
imposed upon unsophisticated pa- 
tients. In his little book, “What We 
Eat and What Happens to It” (Har- 
pers) Hawks says: “Our (volunteer 
subjects) stomachs did not share the 
opular prejudice against fried foods. 
n fact, the average emptying time 
(period when stomach’ digestion is 
finished and the material passes on 
into duodenum) for fried potatoes 
was shorter than that for baked and 
boiled potatoes.” 

Professor Hawk further observed 
that French fried potatoes tarried 40 
per cent longer in the stomach than 
German fried. If they were the hum- 
bug French fried you get in 97 per 
cent of Yankee eating places, no won- 
der: under that name the restaurants 
in this country generally serve the 
soggiest mess imaginable. Anything 
soggy digests more slowly. Besides, 
it is no fun chewing soggy stuff and 
darn little pleasure eating it—and 
the masticating and the pleasure of 
eating have a great deal to do with 
the efficiency of digestion.

I do not 
recall having seen a picture of Wal- 
lis Simpson anywhere in Fort Bel- 
vedere.

Employes of the night club, a boat 
moored in Little Bayou, told the in- 
vestigatorg that McDaniels had been 
firing his gun in the air to “celebrate 
Christmas.” They said he had -been 
warned that it was dangerous to dis- 
charge the weapon. 

The patrolman said that he had en- 
tered an automobile and Towery was 
about to enter when McDaniels’ gun 
Mme Setwece his legs. 

‘I picked it up.” he said, “and it 
went off. ; ot said ‘Youve been 
shot’ and I thought they meant me. 
Then I looked on the ground and there 
was Towery. 

“I got down and felt him all over 
to see where he was burt. Then I saw 
that my hands were bioody and I sail 
‘Oh, my God.’” | 

_Towery, shot through the mouth, 
died almost instantly. Witnesses told 
police that the two men had appear- 
ed to be on the best of terms. The of- 
ficer was suspended from the force for 
30 days pending a complete investiga- 
tion. Employes of the night club tes- 
tified both men had had “several 
drinks or more.” 

Mrs. 8. L. Towery, mother of the 
victim, said that her son was itr 
Florida visiting a sister, Mrs. Dan 
Jordan. She said that he had been 
gone for several days and wns expect- 
ed to return home Wednesday. Tow- 
ery had been temporarily out of work 
during the atrike at the body plant.

Peterson, arrested Saturday on 
charges of embezzlement in connection 
with closing of the First National 
Bank of Centerville, of which he was 
president, indicated Saturday he 
would resign his state office, but ap- 
parently changed his mind after Sena- 
tor Norbeck’s death. He declined any 
further comment on his intentions. 

Speculation after Norbeck’s death 
centered about the possibility of Gov- 
ernor Tom Berry resigning to be ap- 
pointed to the senate. If Berry wants 
the post—and many thought he does 
—Peterson obviously is in a strategic 
position. 

Berry. a Democrat, is empowered 
to fill Norbeck’s unexpired term. He 
had planned to appoint another lieu- 
tenant governor if Peterson resigned 
and apparently was taken back by the 
latter's refusal to quit. 

Berry remained silent. 

There was no official comment as 
to whether Peterson would appoint 
Berry senator if the latter desired. 

Meanwhile several other potential 
aspirants for the Norbeck vacancy 
were mentioned. They included Her- 
bert E. Hitchcock, Democratic state 
chairman: George Philip, federal dis- 
trict attorney; Lewis W. Bicknell, of 
Webster, state welfare commission 
chairman, and Mark Sheafe, Water- 
town attorney.

Fresh Beans Cost 83 Cents 
and Sugar 14 Per Pound; 
Fats Scarce. 


BERLIN, Dec. 21.— () — Ger- 
many’s food shortage was momentar- 
ily forgotten tonight when 3,000,000 
needy children gathered simultaneous- 
ly around 230,000 Christmas trees 
throughout the country and _lustily 
sang the old German Christmas song 
“O Tannenbaum.” 

The children, each of whom re- 
ceived a shiny toy from Propaganda 
Minister Joseph Goebbels, heard him 
enumerate the advantages of Naziism. 

He told the youngsters they belong- 
ed “to the fatherland, which not only 
demands sacrifice in an emergency 
but gives happiness on festive occa- 
sions.” 

He made no mention of the food 
shortage which has raised the price 
of fresh string beans to 83 cents and 
Sugar to 14 1-2 cents a pound. 

Adding to the burden on _ house- 
Wives was a new regulation banning 
their shopping around for the best 
prices for fats—butter, lard and the 
like—and telling them to confine their 
purchases to one grocery store. 

me housewives, fearing a short- 
age of Christmas baking and cookin 
butter, had been buying all they cand 
get—thus aggravating the scarcity. 

Bread made of a mixture of pota- 
toes and bran has appéared, in one of 
the latest efforts to save wheat and 
rye. 

This has created a “vicious circle,” 
however, for, although the crop of 
potatoes was good, they are needed 
for hog feed. If potatoes are used on 
a large scale in breadmaking, experts 
say, a further cut in hog-fat produc- 
tion must result, and fat is what is 
most needed. 

It is understood Dr. MHijalmer 
Schacht, minister of economics, hopes 
to get wheat from Argentina in a 
barter. Part of the country’s wheat 
needs already have been filled in ne-

Roy Riegels, who was in our town yesterday, never does 
punch in the nose any one of the hundreds who grin and ask 
him about the time he ran the wrong way in the Georgia Tech- 
California game in the Rose Bowl on January 1, 1929. 

In the first place Riegels knows, no matter how sick 

he may be of the whole thing, that had it not been for 

that 59-yard gallop toward his own goal he would be 

just another football player. As things stand he is some- 
thing of a hero. Most everyone in reach of newspapers 

and radio knows who Roy Riegels is and what he did. 

Had he not grabbed Stumpy Thomason’s fumble he would 
have remained lost in the welter of football names who just 
filled in lineups and made a few all-star teams. 

He is a splendid gentleman, and a personable one; a fond 
father of two fine young girls. He laughed when his attention 
was called to the fact he Was married in Reno, Nevada, where 
sO many marriages end. 

But he has a philosophy about it all. : 
“Why don’t you punch someone in the nose—making sure 


he is a little guy?” I asked. 


“Oh, well,” he said, smiling, “it comes up so often there 
is no use getting excited about it. I don’t mind.” 

There was a wallop in seeing him and Stumpy 
Thomason meet after eight years. 
Both of them are settled married men but both are still 

in football. Riegels as a successful coach; Thomason as one 
of the better pro players. 


HOW IT HAPPENED.

Jones, the Southern California grid- 
iron coach, and Bible, who tutors Ne- 
braska, are among a number of promi- 
nent figures in athletics who have 
patented inventions for sports use. 

Jones and Bible have patented block- 
ing pads for football players, result- 
ing from their observation of injuries 
end the necessity for protective equip- 
ment. 

Rene La Coste, great French Davis 
| cup tennis ace, has several patents in 

racket structure. Walter Hagen is 
| one of several well-known links stars 
who have been issued patents. Hagen 
patented a golf ball. 

INVENTED BOOT. 

Charles Brickley, famous Harvard 
dropkicker of many years ego, used & 
boot of his own invention. 

A patent for a football tackling 
machine was assigned to Harry Mehre, 
coach of the Georgia football team, 
which was one of the November sen- 
sations of football and which shat- 
tered Fordham’s Rose Bowl aspira- 
tions. Mehre also turned his inventive 
ability to perfecting a hurdie for track 
meets. 

Max Carey, one of baseball’s most 
daring base stealers of a few years 
ago, used a sliding pad of his own 
devising. 

WARNER’S PAD. 
Glenn (Pop) Warner, one of the 
oldest and best known football coaches, 
now at Temple University in Phila- 
| delphia, patented a shoulder pad. Bill 
Ingram. former mentor at the United 
| States Naval Academy and. the Uni- 
versity of California, invented a com- 
bination hip and kidney protective pad. 

The late Jimmy Dehart, who 
coached at Duke, Washington and Lee 
and other colleges, patented a football 
amusement game, while H. J. Stege- 
man, athletic director at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, and S. D. Locke de- 
vised a golf bag. 

Part interest in a patent for an 
anti-skid boot or sheath for covering 
footballs in wet or bad weather is as- 
signed to Arthur J. Bergman, Cath- 
olic University football coach.

Work on the Boys’ High foot- 
ball schedule for next year will 
be suspended until after the 
holidays. 

Only four dates, with Com- 
mercial High, Tech High, Miami 
High and Lanier High have been 
definitely decided with six others 
pending.

A new attendance record for prep 
football games was set here last year 
when 40,113 persons saw nine Boys’ 
High games, including the play-off 
last Saturday afternoon with Lanier 
High, under the worst playing condi- 
tions of the year. And in addition to 
that total, more than 13,000 per- 
sons saw the Spartanburg and Miami 
High games, showing a grand total 
of 53,113 persons to see the Purples 
in action in 1936. 

It was by far the greatest prep 
attendance ever recorded here and the 
Tech High-Boys’ High game _ with 
8,176 paid, and 992 passes, not in- 
cluding coaches, players, visiting play- 
ers and both bands, led the way. 

Lanier High, always a favorite here, 
was second with 5,032, not including 
coaches, players and visiting players. 

STUDENTS LEAD. 

Boys’ High students bore the brunt 
of the attendance with 21.723, al- 
most twice the number of adults, 
which totaled 10,426. Almost 4,000 
passes, on which a service charge was 
made, were issued, according to Roy 
Davis, treasurer of the Boys’ High 
Athletic association. 

It would seem from those figures 
that Boys’ High's Athletic Associa- 
tion would be in an excellent finan- 
cial condition, but it must be recalled 
that football pays the freight for 
seven other sports as well as its own. 

Prep football paraphernalia costs 
just as much per player as that of 
the colleges, and the high schools have 
to maintain a reserve squad equally 
as Jarge as the colleges, except for 
the freshmen. 

OTHER EXPENSES. 

The football receipts also go to phy- 
sicians, a trainer and all the necessary 
training quarters equipment in all 
sports. 

And football is the only high school 
sport which receives any remunera- 
tion. All others are no outgo and 
no income. 

The Bors’ High school dressing 
room is not the most elaborate in the 
country nor the best in high schools. 
but the equipment is the best that 
money can buy. No-~ expenses is 
spared to take care of an injury and 
immediately after Charley Greer re- 
ceived a broken leg in the Miami 
High game. he was rushed to a hos- 
pital and his leg was placed in a cast. 
And he had to have crutches on the 
trip home. And that’s expensive. 
TICKETS CHEAP. 


Boys’ High sells student tickets for 
25 cents, and a majority of their op- 
ponents, Lanier High, Savannah High 
and Miami High in particular, charge 
a much larger sum for student‘admis- 
sion. Other schools also charge much 
more for adult tickets, both for ad- 
vance and sale at the gates. 

An audit is made each year of the 
high school athletics and with Boys’ 
High the state champions for two 
and city champions’ three 
straight years, some progress is being 
made to finance their many sports, 
the reports show. 

Boys’ High and Tech High are the 
exceptions, for Commercial, Fulton, 
Marist. Decatur. Russell, G. M. A.. 
Pruid Hills. and North Fulton, find 
the going plenty tough and hare to 
call on other funds at the school to 
carry on théir sports program.

In some 
quarters it was estimated a 10 per 
cent rise in volume would be necessary 
if the rails are to offset the effect 
of the banned surcharges..
